Enfield go 8

ENFIELD went eight points 
clear at the top of the Isth- 
mian League Premier Divi- 
sion on Saturday with a 
staggering 6-1 victory at 
Sutton United. It was their 
17th win in 22 games. 

John Bishop was Enfield’s 
star, hitting his third hat-trick of 
the season. Other goals came 
from Nick Glover, John 
Knapman and Mark Wright and 
Enfield were 4-0 up before ex- 
Wycombe skipper John Delaney 
headed: a consolation effort for 
Sutton. 

Enfield, who have beaten 
Wycombe 3-0 this season, were 
without another former 
Wanderer, Keith Searle who was 


injured. For Sutton, Saturday’s 
‘disaster was their heaviest defeat 
-since Leeds United hey six goals 


past them in the 1970 FA Cup.

Their defence was given a 
real headache by the improv- 
ing Derek Harris, who deserv- 
ed a goal more than most for a 
marvellous running perfor- 
mance. Dylan Evans combined 
with him well while at the back 
Keith Mead and Alan Phillips 
tidied up nicely, 

With Bob Davies back.in the 
side, Farouk Quraishi moved 
forward to midfield and 
Howard Kennedy to the front 
line in place of Mick Holifield. 
Kennedy soon made an impact 
after receiving a glorious bail 
from Phillips but Bath saved 
weil at the expense of a corner, 
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Mick Chatterton replied 
with a header in the 18th 
minute but it was a rare 
glimpse of United’s attacking 
ability. Wycombe looked 
much more dangerous and 
took a 25th minute lead 
through Mead — not a set 
pens but a finely worked goal.
